SCHOOLS 

February  3,  1928. 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Sandown: 

I  herewith  isubmit  to  you  my  first  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools. 

Your  schools  were  opened,  September  6,  1927  with 
the  same  staff  of  teachers  as  last  year,  Mrs.  Edna  K. 
French  in  the  Clark  School  and  Miss  Ruth  Atkinson 
in  the  Pine  Grove  School.  The  combined  experience 
of  these  two  teachers,  now  is  14  years,  showing  the 
ability  to  obtain  and  hold  experienced  teachers  in 
Sandown.  The  town  is  thus  fortunate  and  the  chil- 
dren benefited.  I  congratulate  you  upon  this  achieve- 
ment.   . 

I  regret  to  report  to  you  that  there  were  no  eighth 
grade  graduates  last  June  but  to  be  sure  circum- 
stances are  often  such  as  not  to  produce  a  single 
eighth  grade  in  the  schools  of  the  town. 

You  are  this  year  gi"\dng  tuition  to  three  pupils  at 
Sanborn  Seminary,  Albert  I.  Drowne  and  Ralph  S. 
Drowne  in  the  Senior  year  and  Milton  C.  Spence  in 
tne  Sophomore  year.  Two  of  these  students  have 
recently  been  placed  upon  the  honor  rolls  of  that 
school  and  we  are  proud  of  them  and  their  achieve- 
ments. It  is  good  evidence  that  their  elementary 
school  work  in  Sandown  was  of  sufficient  worth  to 
assure  their  success  in  High  School.  Very  few  towns 
can  boast  of  such  a  record. 

I  invite  your  attention  to  the  attendance  statistics 
which  follow.  You  have  been  very  faithful  and  co- 
operative in  visiting  the  schools.  It  is  very  pleasing 
to  a  new-comer  to  note  the  co-operation  you  have 
given  the  teachers  and  superintendent  toward  making
